TUTICORIN PORT EMPLOYEES (CONDUCT) 
FOURTH AMENDMENT REGULATIONS, 1987 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 19863), 
the Tuticorin Port Trust Board hereby make? the 
following Regulations to further amend the Tuticorin 
Port Employees (Conduct) Regulations, 1979, publish¬ 
ed as GSR 100(E) in the Gazette of India, Extraordi¬ 
nary, dated the 1st March, 1979 :— 

1. These Regulation, may be called the "luticorm 
Port Employees (Conduct) Fourth Amendment Re¬ 
gulations, 1987. 

2. In Regulation 16 of the Tuticorin Port Emp¬ 
loyees (Conduct) Regulations, 1979 sub-regulation 
(2) shall be substituted by the following :— 

“Where an employee enters into a transaction in 
respect of movable property either hi his 
own name or in the name of the member 
of his family, he shall, within one month 
from the date of such transaction, report 
the same rc tne prescribed authority, if the. 
value of such property exceeds Rs. 5,000 
m tne c-j.,r of an employee holding any 
Class 1 or Class H post Or Rs. 2,500 in thc£ 
case of an employee holding any Class III 
Or Class IV post.”
